NOBLEMAN CONFESSES. 7D THE 
: MURDER OF WOMAN 


Court and Society In St. Petersburg 
Excited by Sensational Crime —_. 
Berlin, Germany.—A St Peters 
burg telegram to the Taegliche Rund- 
schau gives details of a sensational 
murder mystery which has.shaken the 
innermost court and society circles. 

Mme. Tieme, the wife of a wealthy 
Russian enginder, was found murdered 
in her home near St. Petersburg a 
few days ago. She had received sev- 
eral visitors but at the time her body 
was discovered the house was empty. 

The police arrested two. prominent 
members of ‘the aridtocracy on a 
charge of killing Mme. Thieme. “One, 
Baron Geismar, was apprehended at 
Precbrajensk, near St. Petersburg, 
and made a confession whic himpli- 
cated M. Dalmatow, a former official 
of the foreign office. He. was also 
taken into custody. 

Both men are widely known in so 
clety, and their arrest causes one of 
the greatest sensations in St. Peters. 
burg in recent years.
